Only the 
village chief called Ketua Kaum and three other families remain in the village most 
of the time. They will be very happy to welcome visitors, even if just for an 
overnight stay and will provide accommodation, help with cooking, etc. It is felt 
this is an ideal place for a DX. 


I am proposing a 3Days/two nights visit, leaving Kuching for Jagoi Gunung on 
Friday, June 3, 2005 and coming back to Kuching/Airport on Sunday, June 5, 2005. 
For those intending to fly out of Kuching on Sunday evening, there will be more 
than enough time to leave the village and catch the flight at Kuching International 
Airport. So anyone intending to take part should at least arrive in Kuching the 


latest by Thursday, June 2. In other words, this is a long weekend trip on a ham 
expedition in a Dayak mountain village.
